“If we take hold of the Laclede, our only 
competitor will be the electric lighting interest. 
“I have been ‘informed that the consumption 
of illuminating gas has fallen off in St. Louis, 
the result of the increased use of electric light. 
“This indicates, it seems to me, that gas has 
hardly had a fair show here. There has beer 
no such falling off in any other city that I know 
of. The Laclede’s owners are primarily electric 
people, and I suppose that explains the situation. 
“There are several ways that gas could be 
pushed by an independent company. One is by 
sending out energetic salesmen, as our company 
in Denver did, with new-style lamps and other 
appliances. There they went after the public so 
vigorously that people were almost driven io 
take up their propositions to get rid of them. 
“The $1 rate for illuminating gas is higher 
than our companies are charging in other cities. 
It may be that an 80 cent rate.would bring so 
much more business that it would pay the com- 
pany better than $1 does. 








| Per Capita Consumption \ 

| Has Direct Bearing on Cost | 

“ —a 
6éé9T IS not always true that gas can be 
supplied ‘more cheaply in a big city than 
in a smaller one. The consumption of ga3 


per capita has more to do with the question of 











a profitable rate than has mere population. 


Here the annual rate of consumption is some 
5000 feet per capita. In Grand Rapids, where 
we have lately cut the rate voluntarily, it is over 
7000 feet. 

“The question of cutting the rate here would 
have to be considered in relation to the prob- 
able increase in business, and in relation to the 


plan for a new plant in Carondolet is one of the 
things which, it seems to me, can. be left for the 
future. The company’s present stations can sup- 
ply all the gas ‘that this city will consume for 
a good many years to come. | 

“I am not underestimating the city’s progress 
when I say this. St. Louis is showing a fine 
growth. The vacant houses, on which the di- 
rectory company and the gas company did some 
figuring lately, are mostly in parts of the city 
from which people have moved to newer resi- 
dence sections. For every vacant house, there 
are two houses building. 


“It is perhaps unfortunate that the central sec- 
tion of the city, which has been practically de- 
serted as a residence district, is the very part 
which a visitor spending an hour or two at the 
Union Station, or one who has business only 
downtown, sees. Thus the impression of a large 


number of vacant houses gets out—an impression 


which a visit to other sections would correct. 
But that is the case in Chicago and other cities 
as much as here, or more so. 








&o-— 
Doubts Wisdom of Bringing 
my Natural Gas to St. Louis 
¢ HAVE not lookei into the natural gas 
question, as it affects st. Louis very 
closely. If natural gas were to be brought 
here, it should be distributed through the exist- 
ing pipes. Whether putting $25,000,000 or so 
into the lines which would be needed to bring 
gas here from Oklahoma would be a wise in- 
vestment, is a very serious question. At present, 
I understand, there are legal obstacles to getting 
the gas out of Oklahoma at all.

MERSON McMILLIN is 65 years old—four 
years older than John I. Beggs, whose 
place in the public mind, if not in the 
public eye, he may soon take. The chief testi- 
mony to his years is in his ash-gray hair, and 
in the Loyal Legion button, a reminder of his 
service in Custer’s cavalry in the ‘60s, 

He was a charcoal burner as a youth, and, 
after the war, a trench-digging boss. The gas 
business attracted him, and in his twenty-fifth 
year he became superintendent of a small gas 
plant in Ironton, O. He ,perfected patents, and 
with their proceeds bought an interest in an 
Iowa gas plant. He made a venture in iron, 
then returned to gas, and in Lge was president 
of the Columbus Gas Co. 

Several years later he acquired St. Louis in- 
terests, and in 1888 he merged the old St. Louis 
Gas Co. with the Laclede, and took charge cf 
the new corporation as president. From 15889 
to 1891, he-lived in: St. Louis.. His family was 
abroad the greater part of this time. He re- 
moved to New York soon after, and now lives 
on Riverside Drive.

The stocks are so large that a perfect 
fit can be secured on the briefest no- 
tice. This applies to ali the clothing 
supplies. They are manufactured in 
every style, color and size for grown 
persons, children and even infants. This 
important branch of the trade is of 
comparatively recent origin, and all of 
the factories in the country have not 
adopted it. 

St. Louis Supplies tle World. 


St. Louis made a late start in getting 
a place on the casket-making map of the 
country. Prior to 1865 there was no 
manufacturing plant here, and the great 
bulk of the coffins made in the city 
were cut out and nailed together by 
carpenters and cabinet makers. When 
a particularly fine burial case was used 
it bore the mark of an Eastern manu- 
facturer. Now the arrangement is 
changed. 

St. Louis supplies the East, as well as 
every section of the country, Mexico, 
South America and Asiatic cities. The 
trade is practically co-extensive with 
the world, and, though from some view-

ufacturers here welcome the rapidly 
increasing business.. The dead have to 
be disposed of, and the manufacturers 
feel that they are rendering society a 
service in so perfecting the essential ar- 
ticles as to relieve the funeral] of its 
most disagreeable aspects. 

That the local manufacturers have 
made good is evidenced by the enormous 
increase in business which has developed 
in the last 20 years. Twenty years ago 
it was an unusual thing for a manu- 
facturer to ship a carload of caskets at 
a time. Such orders are shipped daily 
at present, and it is not an uncommon 
thing to see six or seven carloads go out 
together from one factory. 

Only a few days ago, the St. Louis 
Coffin Co. shipped five carloads to a 
firm in Jersey City, which is just across 
the river from New York. Ten or fif- 
teen years back a Jersey City firm would 
never think of going eleven hundred or 
more miles to St. Louis, to get such 
necessities, but with the present-day 
developments and expansion, the trade 
generally looks to this city to supply 
these articles in the most approved style 
and finish. 

Has Bigeest Casket Concern, 

Besides being the largest and most im- 
portant casket market in the country, 
St. Louis enjoys another distinction in 
the mortuary supply trade. .It has the 
largest casket establishment in this or 
any other country. This is the plant of 
the St. Louis Coffin Co. at Eighteenth

In addition to the caskets, trimmings, 
embalming instruments and materials, 
burial garments, outside cases and other 
supplies, it condpcts a large factory for 
the manufacture of hearse and under- 
takers’ vehicles. It also conducts sev- 
eral lumber yards and kilns for the sea- 
soning of the lumber used in the pro- 
duction of the caskets. 

This company succeeded the J. H. 
Lewis Co., which pioneered the indus- 
try in this city. The Lewis company 
started its factory in 186, when the old- 
fashioned odd-shaped coffin was consid- 
ered the proper receptacle for departed 
humanity. These were made of various 
kinds of wood and metal, and ranged 
from the plain white pine box to the 
finest hand-carved mahogany and rose- 
wood affairs. 

Very few if any of the improvements 
of the present time were noticeable 
when the Lewis company began the 
manufacture of such articles on a large 
Durability was the main consid- 
eration, and not much attention was 
given to artistic effects. If there were 
any special designs at that time, there 
was no such demand for their services 
as there is today. A casket maker with 
advanced ideas finds no difficulty now 
in getting a call for his services, and 
the artist in the profession commands 
a@ premium. 

There are now six large factories sup- 
plying this market, with a combined 
capital in excess of $2,000,000, These are 
the St. Louis Coffin Co., Mound Coffin 
Co., Kregel Casket Co., Riddle Casket 
Co., Jennings-Amos Casket Co., and the 
Missouri Casket Co. 

Factories Employ 1500 | Persons. 

The trade in the past 10 years has in- 
creased about 200 per cent, and more 
than 500 per cent in the last 25 years. 
More than 1500 men and women are em- 
ployed in these factories. In addition, 
each establishment has a force of trav- 
eling salesmen on the road soliciting 
orders. 

They carry handsomely Illustrated 
catalogues in lieu of samples to ac- 
quaint the trade with the superior qual- 
ities of the St. Louis-made caskets. 
Each one of the factories maintains a 
sample room fitted up in artistic style 
to display the various styles and ma- 
terials. 

There is a wide range of materials in 
the composition of the modern burial 
cases. The metals used are solid bronze, 
copper, zinc, steel and cast iron, and 
the woods are ebony, mahogany, cedar, 
chestnut, walnut, rosewood, oak and 
pine. A great variety of the expensive 
caskets are made without the broad- 
cloth and silk covers. 

One of the most popular of the new 
improvements is the airtight copper 
case, made to. fit inte another casket. 
This case answers al] the requirements 
of the solid, maetal casket,,and does 
away with its great weight. ‘These fill- 
ers are made of sheet copper of all 
sizes, and are:g@p inserted in the caskets 
as to escape’ the notié— of those who 
call to view the remains; 

This metal case is a St. Louis discoy- 
ery and its introduction has to a great 


scale. 


style metallic caskets. The heavy met- 
al affairs are still manufactured and 
kept in stock, as there is a wide range 
in the tastes of people when they start 
out to select caskets for their depart- 
ed loved ones. 

Couch Caskets Still Popular. 

The couch and davenport caskets are 
very popular and are made on a large 
scale. They open up precisely like the 
articles of household furniture from 
which they take their names, and when 
folded they look like the ordinary cask- 
ets. They are supplied with sofa cush- 
ions, and when the decedent is laid out 
on one of these, the suggestion of death 
is not as pronounced as it would be 
with the remains resting in the ordinary 
casket with its glass plate and heavy 
silver trimmings. 

Another popular make is the “state 
casket,’’ with its scroll top and heavy 
rails on ejther side in lieu of separate 
handles. These are very expensive 
pieces of work, as the carving is done 
mainly by hand, and are massive, im- 
pressive pieces of workmanship: It was 
a casket of this character that contained 
the body of the late President McKin- 
ley. 

In perfecting these new types of 
sepulchral accessories, the St. Louis 
manufacturers have established a fame 
that has extended to the undortaking 
profession throughout this and other 
countries, which have aimed to keep in 
pace with the new order of conducting 
interments. 

The larger plants here never close 
their warerooms. When the working 
day is at an end the offices and fac- 
tories close their doors, leaving a sales- 
man in charge of the display room, and 
he remains all night surrounded by 
sample caskets of every style and make. 
This is made necessary by the irregu- 
lar hours of the undertakers’ profes- 
sion. 

He sometimes gets a call late in the 
night for a casket which only the manu- 
facturer Can supply. Accordingly, he 
visits the wareroom, gots his casket and 
then proceeds to lay out the body. A 
large part of the night trade comes 
through the medium of the  long- 
distance ielephone. 

The undertakers in the small towns 
are as a@ rule engaged in some other 
line of business, generally furniture, and 
they do not keep an extensive line of 
caskets in stock. Someone dies in one 
of these places, and there is a speedy 
call for a casket, which must be ordered 
from this city. This explains why the 
factory warereoms are always open for 
business. 


Coffin Men Are Cheerful. 

The making of such supplies does not 
appear to have a depressing effect 
upon the builders of this trade, in 
which St. Leuis figures so prominently. 
They are even more cheerful than .the 
industrial captains in the other lines of 
‘trade that have given this city its place 
as one of the most important manufac-

‘engineers. But negroes have been employed as 


firemen on most, if not all the railroads of the 
South. The Georgia R. R. Co. established a rule 
of promotion on the ground of merit, and under 
this rule negro firemen obtainea good “runs.” The 
white firemen took alarm and struck. The en- 
gineers say it is not their quarrel, but, alleging 
fear of personal violence if they go out with 
black firemen, they deserted their posts. The road 
is practically tied up. 

Sympathies and antipathies of race are rooted 
in human nature, and, it may be, we shall never 
outgrow them. It may be we ought not to out- 
grow them, even in a condition of perfect human- 
ity. There will always be an advantage in divers- 
ity of types. But “a man’sa man fora’ that” and 
the poor black man is certainly entitled to compas- 
sion. He is excluded from the professions. White 
lawyers and physicians will not recognize him as 
one of them. He cannot compete with the white 
man in the banking business or manufacturing or 
railway administration. In the South the very 
best a negro could ever hope for was a job as a 
focomotive fireman and many of them have 
made very good firemen. Now they are to be 
thrust out of that and down to @ lower economic 
level. Where is it to end? Is the black man to 
be content with scavenger work which no white 
man will do? Black men of energy and intel- 
lect, conscious of power and competence, cannot 
be blamed if they refuse to grant the justice of 
this conclusion. 

It is a tragic contradiction beyond the power 
of humanitarian or legislator to reconcile to the 
satisfaction of any great number of persons of 
either race. Hav3 we no ethical or scientific right 
to hope for something better than a tragic so- 
lution ?

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WEALTH UNDERFOOT. 

As a State, Missouri is almost exactly like Kan- 
sas and Arkansas in having a very extensive area, 
every square mile of which is wealth. It is also 
like Texas and Oklahoma, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Illinois and lowa in this same way. Including 
rocks and swamps, which may be wealth of the 
greatest value, every square mile underfoot is 
wealth. 

It has one limitation on it from beginning to 
end. It must be “underfoot.” The foot must be 
human. There must be heads enough and hands 
enough to turn the wealth underfoot into all the 
uses heads and hands can have for it. 

When this is the first and last of it, it is 
pathetic to see Southern and Couthwestern sen- 
ators and members of Congress writhing as they 
attempt to make sense of the delusion that they 
can increase wealth by voting more taxes on more 
people, who, with unlimited wealtu underfoot, 
must feel every tax as an increased burden on 
developing wealth in the only way it is possible 
to develop it at all—by human effort to serve hu- 
man needs by supplying them. 

Marble and granite, coal and iron, zinc and lead, 
are all sure to be underfoot somewhere if we walk 
far across the hills of our part of’the earth. We 
cannot walk anywhere across it without walking 
over “inexhaustible resources.’ As _ resources, 
whether they produce cotton or corn, iron, mar- 
ble or precious stones, the wealth of these square 
miles of our enormous areas is inaccessible until 
they are worked. They cannot be worked for 
what they are worth until they are under the feet 
of about five times as many peopie as have thir 
feet on them now. 
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Japanese corporations may have grafted $12,- 
000,000, but did the Parliament give direct help in 
1909 style? 
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WEAK WRITERS, NOT WEAK LANGUAGE. 
From England comes a report of the inclusion 
within the mother tongue of fresh and meaning- 
ful slang of’American origin. Instead of resent- 
ing the introduction, English men of letters wel- 
come it. They say words of common usage, and 
more particularly adjectives, have been distort- 
ed and vulgarized until their first meaning has 
been lost and a writer, endeavoring to express 
lights, shades and emphasis, has to resort to the 
vigorous language of the street or .lose acy effect 
he seeks. ! 

As an instance, reports of the opening of the 
opera season at Covent Garden were scanned and 
the scene was described in such commonplaces as 
“brilliant,” “charming,” “beautiful,” “splendi@” 
“delightful” and “magnificent.” That comes pretty 
near exhausting the list, and it must be admitted

Who reads Edward Everett now? He was a 
model orator. When Mayor Kreismann’s proc- 
lamation calls for the general observance of Me- 
morial Day as a public holiday in honor of “those 
brave men who laid down their lives for their 
country,” perhaps the most marked feature of 
this observance in St. Louis and nearly every- 
where, will be eloquent addresses on the model 
left by Edward Everett. Because he gave Ameri- 
can oratory its finishing touches he became a 
model. No one reads his addresses except those 
who are learning how to make speeches in his 
polished style. We may have hundreds of his 
speeches, made by others, and read by them, 
though we no longer read the Gettysburg me- 
morial address he intended as his masterpiece. 

This year, certain Grand Army posts have re- 


“solved to substitute for all addresses in the lofti- 


est style, the reading of the Gettysburg address uf 
Abraham Lincoln. If their example is followed, 
the results may be far-reaching. They have 
shown something of the same deep penetration 
As Edward Everett 
was the orator of the day at Gettysburg, chosen 
as one of the leading classical orators of the 
English speaking world, to make a model Memor- 
ial day address, Lincoln who was to speak from 
the platform with him, could rise above him in 
only one way. Hardly any other man then alive, 
could have found the way, as Lincoln found it. 
Knowing HMverett’s methods and knowing exactly 
what to expect from him, Lincoln made his own 
address as unlike Everett’s as possible. Judged 
by the Everett standard, it was a failure. It 
required time to discover that it fulfilled the 
highest definition of eloquence by “saying all that 
is necessary and no more.” When it is sub- 
stituted for all other forms of eloquence on 
Memorial Day, it will not be necessary to say

“I don’t think much of this voice, do 
you?” he said, and laughed. The au- 
G'ence responded as quickly as usual to 
the Taft laugh. 

“Well,” he continued, “it can’t be 
helped. I left the best part of it in 
Virginia.”” Then he resumed his serious 
expression ‘and his Southern policy. state- 
ment. 

Mr. Taft has made a half dozen 
speeches in the last year to colored 
people. The speeches have been much 
alike as are most Taft speeches on any 
one subject, as he does not change his 
mind. In brief, Mr. Taft has told the 
negroes that they must work out their 
own salvation by right living and thrift. 

“Mr. Taft, what are you going to say 
to the negroes this afternoon?” asked 
a newspaper man who wished to ‘get 
a line’’ on what was likely to happen. 

“Oh, about what I have said, I think. 
I haven't prepared a speech.”’ 

“That Atlanta and Augusta speech?’ 
asked another. 

“That's it,” he said. 

“Be good and you'll be happy 
another suggestion. «

though about one drummer in every ten 
of the Southeast Missouri 
Association, which closed its celebration 
here this afternoon, was a chairman of

Fellowship Society Will Be 
Host on River Excursion 
June 5. 


Going about its business quletly and 
with earrestness of purpose, the Fel- 
lowship Society of St. Louis has, in 
less than 2 year, enrolled nearly five 
huindred names upon 
list. This has been done without fan- 
fare of trumpets and withott going out 
inte the highways and byways and 
dragging in recruits by the scruff of the 
neck. When a local organization num- 
bers hal’ a thousand members it is 
worth while asking the why and the 
wherefore of its existence--wurith while 
trying to find out what its mission is 
and whence it draws its membership. 
Many people have learned of the exist- 
ence of the Fellowship Society of St. 
Louls without learning anything more 
about it; and yet the society is in no 
sense a secret organization. It ig not 
an insurance society, nor has it any 
financial benefit features, but from 
what its officers and members say, it 
Is an organization that may be expected 
to accomplish a great dea! of good. 

The five hundred menibers of the Fel- 
towship Society are teachers in the pub- 
lic schools, or connected* in some way 
with educational work under the Jjuris- 
diction of the public scheol authorities. 
The organization was formed last 
autumn, and at first the whole proposi- 
tion was a tentative one. Thrre was 
some doubt in the minds of the origina- 
tors as to just how the proposition 
would work out, so they worked slowly. 
One main idea, however, was kept in 
view—the idea that the organization 
should be held to the original purpose— 
sociability among the members, with 
the purpose in the future of establish- 
ing on a firm basis a clubhouse in St. 
Louis, which should be a center and a 
rallying point for teachers. 

Social intercourse, exchange of ideas, 
the cultivation of bonds of unity and 
sympathy, were the deciared principles, 
and the constitution makes it clear that 
they will be closely adhered to in the 
future. Just how soon the plans for 
the clubhouse will take concrete form in 
br.ck and mortar is as yet undecided, 
but with a membership of 500 men and 
women, action cannot long be held in 
abeyance; and every day is adding td 
the membership as the real aims and 
objects of the organization are becom- 
ing known. 

The officers of the Fellowship Society 
are: Miss Amelia C. Fruchte, president; 
Eugenie Dussuchal, first vice-president; 
S. A. McGuire, second vice-president; 
Kate L. Hackstaff, third vice-president; 
Nellie L. Patterson, fourth vice-presi- 
dent; Rose Hesse, secretary, and Anna 
M. Merriman, treasurer. 

One thing that is made entirely clear 
by those who have been active in the 
promotion of the new organization is 
that there is no possibility for any 
sort of interference with the work of 
other organizations of teachers. The 
matter of the pension fund, the ques- 
tion of increasing the pay of teachers, 
or the much discussed question, equali- 
zation of the wages of men and women 
teachers, the annuity fund question, the 
regulation of hours of duty, and the 
multifarious matters that are given 
consideration by the Society of Peda- 
g0gy, are not to be handled by the new 
organization. With possibly very few 
exceptions, all the members of the Fel- 
lowship Society are members of these 
other organizations, and their interest 
in the matters mentioned find vent 
through the older organization. 

The Fellowship Society is iust what 
its name indicates—an organization 
along social lines. EspeciaHy is it in 
no sense a union, as labor unions are 
understood. 

The scope of the clubhouse that is 
planned, and the ends it may be made 
to serve, are left open for the time, un- 
til the membership of the new organiza- 
tion more nearly includes the entire 
force of public school teachers. If care- 
ful consideration warrants the establish- 
ment of a charity feature of the club- 
house, that feature will be adopted. One 
of the things the members want clear- 
ly understood is that the organization 
is not an educational one, as the term is 
generally understood. There are to be 
no classes or lecture courses or so-called 
instructive features along set and‘ con- 
ventional lines. 

Sociability is to be the dominating 
idea. Members and guests who have 
anything of interest to say, are to be 
encouraged and urged to express them- 
selves, and the general plan is to have 
these expressions take the form of fa- 
miliar social talks or chats with every- 
body present privileged to take part 
therein. In short, the teachers in the 
public schools, under the auspices of 
this new organization, propose to get 
together—to get closely together, and to 
contribute to each other’s social plea- 
sures, and to draw upon each other for 
that benefit that can come only from 
ecquaintanceship and mutual consider- 
ation and association. 

What may.be called the initial appear- 
ance on the public stage of this new and 
rapidly growing organization of educa- 
tors will be made Saturday evening, 
June 5, when a night excursion on the 
river on the steamer City of Providence 
will be given.

Thousand Friends Gather at 
Pana, Ill., to Honor Dr. 
Linn’s Anniversary. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

PANA, Ill, May 29.—Surrounded by 
more than one thousand of his old 
friends and acquaintances, Dr. W. T. 
Linn, observed his one hundred and 
tenth birthday anniversary in a befitting 
way. From miles around people congre- 
gated at the Linn residence to assist 
the old gentleman in celebrating an oc- 
casion which few are permitted to enjoy. 
The physician, at times very feeble, 
arose from his bed and greeted his 
callers in his usual pleasant manner. He 
States that he met many of his old 
friends at the celebration that he had 
not seen for over twenty years. He rec- 
ognized them and addressed them by 
name. 

The morning was spent in conversa- 
tion and the renewal of friendships and 
at noon Dr. Linn took his place at 
the head of a table about half a block 
long and partook of an old-fashioned 
picnic dinner. At one o'clock Capt. Lou 
Williams of Cowden, Ill., who acted 
as master of ceremonies, called the 
crowd to order and an address was de- 
livered by Capt. J. W. Kitchell of Pana. 

Capt. Kitchell, who is more than three 
score and ten, went to school back 
in the 60s, with Dr. Linn’s oldest son 
at Hillsboro, and remembered Dr. Linn 
when he lived in Hillsboro and was 
able to give an early account of the 
man who was being honored. 

Elza Beckett, an aged resident and 
early pioneer, gave an interesting ac- 
count of Dr. Linn as he knew him 
in the early 60s, and in conclusion 
stated that the physician was between 
5) and 60 years of age then. 

Never in a Hurry. 

Capt. Williams spoke from years of 
experience with Dr. Linn. He knew him 
during the war, when he served as an 
army surgeon in the Fifteenth Illinois, 
He stated that the physician always 
took his time about doing things, never 
hurrying, especially when he was per- 
forming an operation. He served with 
credit all through the war and upon his 
return settled near Oconee, Ill., where 
he lived and practiced medicine prior to 
buying the farm where he now resides. 

Dr. Linn formerly conducted a drug 
store in Pana, but he was better known 
in Hillsboro as a practitioner. He made 
medicine from herbs and roots gathered 
in the fields and woods and compounded 
preparations that gained state-wide rep- 
utation. He peddled his medicines all 
over the central part of the State and 
hie unique figure, with long beard, al- 
ways attracted attention. 

Dr. Linn is a native of Ohio, born in 
Cincinnati, where he lived until he was 
40 years of age, when he emigrated to 
Illinois. He has been married twice and 
outlived both wives. 

He was a great lover of fruit and 
spring water and one of the first 
things he did here was to lay out 
an orchard, and today. he has 
one of the finest fruftt gardens in the 
State. He is cared for by his daughter, 
h’'ss Mary Linn, who is 68 years of 
age, she being the only surviving child 
of the family. Only a few years ago 
his son died at the age of 73 years. 

Enjoys His Tobacco. 

Dr. Linn spends much of his time in 
his home and in bed, although he usual- 
ly arises In the morning at 6 o'clock, 
He is not a total abstainer,.and takes 
his liquor occasionally, with a hearty 
smoke afterwards. 

Dr. Linn believes that he will live to 
see 1% years, and with a beard reaching 
almost to his waist, he looks no older 
today than he did 10 years ago, when 
he observed his one hundredth birthday 
anniversary.

The grocer went into the store to wait 
on @ customer, and when he came out 
again the boys were gone. The raft 
still was floating. 

On the bank, McLaughlin found the 
hats. He gave the alarm and relatives 
of the boys identified the hats as be- 
longing to Gliedt and Radman. 

Volunteers began searching for the 
bodies at 6:30 p. m. The Gliedt boy’s 
body was found at the bottom of the 
pond, under five feet of water ,at 10:30 
DP. m., and a few minutes later his 
‘chum’s body was brought to the sur- 
face. 

August McGill says the other two 
boys were playing on the raft when he 
went home at 5 O’clock. 

It is supposed their weight, too close 
to the free end of the raft, tilted it 
and they were thrown into the water. 

Parents Warned. Them. 

The homes of the two boys, which ad- 
join, were desolate last night. The bod- 
jes were taken home and each laid in 
the front parlors. In the Gleidt home 
three older brothers and two young sis- 
ters stood around the body of their 
brother, apparently unable to realize 
that he was dead. Two younger sisters 
of the Radman boy were put to bed be- 
fore the body arrived, but they knew 
what had happened, and wept in a 
frightened manner, and would not gO 
to sleep. 

The parents of the boys say they had 
Warned them to be careful about swim- 
ming. The burial will take place next 
Tuesday afternoon. The bodies will be 


laid side by side in SS. Peter and Paul 
Cemetery.

Tragedy trod on the heels of romance 
while jealousy and thwarted revenge 
lurked in the background of waving 
trees in Forest Park yesterday after- 
noon, when Domenico Coiro shot and 
killed himself after asking Miss Bertha 
Thompson, a divorcee, two questions, 
one breathing the tenderness of love 
and the other alfame with the fire 
of hate. 

“Will you marry me?” was the first 
question. 

“Who was it tried to kill me last No- 
vember?’ was the second. 

Miss Thompson, seated beside Colro 
on a park bench, answered “No” to the 
first question, and declared she couldn't 
answer the second. 

Says Life Is Not Worth Living. 

With those answers there came to 
Coiro a realization that his two most 
cherished ambitions could not be re 
alized. 

“Then life is not worth living,” 
said. 

He drew from his pocket the photo- 
graph of a woman, Miss Thompson, 
looking over his shoulder, saw that !t 
was not her picture. 

“It is Aida,’ he said, tossing the last 
fragments of the photograph into the 
grass and drawing a revolver from his 
pecket. He arose from the bench and 
ran toward a clump of bushes. 

Miss Thompson's cries attracted the 
attention ‘ef a mounted policeman and a 
private Aecbinen, but before they 
could reach Coiro he had fired a bul- 
let into his right temple. He died an 
hour later on the operating table at the 
City Hospital. 

In a long letter to Dr. J. F. Mene- 
strina, who treatel him when he was 
assaulted, Coiro told of his reason for 
suspecting that Miss Thompson knew 
who had assaulted him, and for sus- 
pecting that jealousy prompted the act. 
He gave the name of the man he sus- 
pected. The letter was written. Friday 
night with a2 request that it be giver: to 
the police. The police hud not received 
it at 1:30 a. m. today. 


Held by Police Two ° 
Miss Thompson was Seid at the 


Mounted Police Station for two hours 
and was released when she convinced 
the police that her connection with the 
tragedy would not jusitfy them in hold- 
ing her. She is a student-nurse at the 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital. 

Coiro came from Italy three years 
ago. Having a knowledge of English, 
he advanced more rapidly than many of 
his fellow countrymen and rose to the 
position of superintendent of the light- 
Ing department of the Welisbach com- 
pany, which has the contract for illumi- 
nating the residence districts of St. 
Louls.

Louis in January and went again to 
live at the home of her aunt, Mts.

A month before that Conti had re- 
turned and re-engaged his room next 
door to the Harris home. He continued 
his studies of English with Miss Harris 
and Miss Thompson. 


Soon Callx on Miss Thompson. 
Within a week after Miss Thompson's 


return, she said last night, Coiro called 
upon her at her aunt’s residence. He 
asked her if it wasn’t Conti who at- 
tacked him. 

Afterwards he called on Miss Thomp- 
gon two or three times a week and 
asked the same questions on each visit 
He continued to call on her after she 
became a nurse at the Children’s Hoa- 
pital, March l. One night he showed 
her the photograph of the dark-halred 
woman, the same picture which he tora 
up yesterday.

John Swoboda’s people are so stunned 
at the thought of having $10,000 that 
they have formulated no plans whatever 
as to the disposition of John’s share 
of the reward. 

But to Frank Kudrna and his parents 
the fortune appears so near that no 
work was done today, a holiday being 
taken so that more thought can be put 
upon the manner of spending the money 
when it is handed them. 


Miss Elizabeth Hayes, the _ school 
teacher, says: ‘As for my share of 
this reward money, I am simply unable 
to say what I will do with it. I have 
been teaching school many years and 
make about enough during the winter 
to run me the next summer when there 
is no school. The idea of having so 
much money is entirely new to me. I 
had never planned for any such sums. 
But there will be no money wasted by 
me. I know the value of money too 
well to waste it.’’ 

All these little fellows were born in 
America, although their parents are 
native Bohemians. In most cases the 
parents cannot speak English, but the 
boys speak English better than Bo- 
hemian, which they have been taught 
to use at bome. 

The three prisoners today were ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Anderson and their bond fixed at 
$25,000 each, in default of which they 
were returned to jail.

I have 
nad the honer now to attend three, and 
that the spirit which is 
such meetings far ex- 
ceeds that which we were able to 
arouse at city and State meetings.

Ferries Carry Loads of Thirsty 
to New Jersey, Police Out 
in Squads.

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—As_ the 
night passes the striking street car men 
succeed in gaining some recruits and 
in coming nearer to making a genuine 
tie up of traffic. Many crews, after 
running cars far from 12 to 15 hours 
without a break, were open to appeals, 
and one after another joined the ranks 
of the strikers. By 11 o'clock scarcely 
a car was running in or to West Phil- 
adelphia and on many of the lines the 
traffic wags noticeably less than during 
the day. 

‘Those who saw a bright side to the 
affair were the Camden saloon men, 
especially those nearest the ferries. 
After the Mayor’s order to close sa- 
loons and keep them closed until] Mon- 
day morning went into effect in this 
city, boat load after boat load of thirsty 
ones crossed the Delaware and all the 
New Jersey city’s spare bartenders were 
pressed into gervice. So great were 
the crowds that at 9 o'clock the whole 
Camden police force was called out and 
squads were stationed at every ferry 
to watch for disturbances, none of 
which, however, has occurred up to 
midnight. 

That the city officials regarded the 
strike as serious was shown by the un- 
usual order of the mayor to clone all 
bar rooms tonight from 6 p. m. to 7 
a. m. Monday. Only once before has 
such action been taken—in the street 
car strike of 1896. 

Trattic Demoralized., 
Beginning with a few hundred men, 
the strike spread rapidly during the 
day and tonight between one thousand 
and two thousand men are out, For 
the strikers, National Organizer C. O., 
Pratt, who is in charge, claimed to have 
called out 6000 of the 6600 men, but these 
figures seemed like an exaggeration in 
view of the way cars were operated 
during the day. The early srvice in 
most sections of the city was fairly 
good, but later in the day, with the 
Gesertion of crew after crew, the ser- 
vice became more or less demoralized, 

The traction officials tonight admit 
that nearly a thousand cars aYe out of 
service, but expressed confidence that 
the strike would soon be over. They 
claim that enough men can be secured 
to fill the places of all that have failed 
to report for duty.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., May 2.—Fif- 
teen persons, 10 of them negroes, are 
known to have been killed and # in- 
jured by a tornado that devastated the 
Oklahoma towns of Keywest and De- 
pew tonight. Terrific rain and hail 
storms followed, and the floods then 
added terror to the situation. 

Wires are down and it is believed that 
the list of dead and injured will grow 
as further reports are received from the 
wide stretch of farming country swept 
by the tempest. 

For an hour this afternoon the heay- 
ens were the scene of fearful phenom- 
ena, Tornadoes followed in rapid suc- 
cession, in an atmosphére that was 
most oppressive. 

They rose high into the alr, circled 
about and dipped. As many as five was 
observed during the display. 

The little tornadoes had spent their 
force when the big one came at 6 
o'clock, Preceding and following it were 


There are 10 persons known to have 
been killed at Keywest and five at De- 
pew. A little girl’s leg was wrenched 
from her thight at Keywest. 

Many rumors of death and destruc- 
tion at isolated points could not be con- 
firmed tonight. 

Flood Flornts Wreckage. 

The wreckage of Key west soon was 

overwhelmed by the rising waters. Prac- 
tically nothing was left of the town of 
200 inhabitants. Rescuers hastened to 
the place, but could not cross Salt 
Creek, which had become a raging tor- 
rent. ' 
A. few inhabitants of Key west 
crossed the stream before the rise made 
it impassable. They confirm reports that 
at least ten negroes were killed and 
twice that number wounded. 

Among the injured is a young woman 
named Brace. She was in the Post- 
office and the bullding was blown 
away. She was seriously hurt. 


Whele Family Injured. 
The home of J. L. Hart was demol- 


ished after having been rolled over half 
a dozen times with the occupants in- 
side. Every member of the family was 
injured. 

Mre. Hart’s back was broken; a lit- 
tle girl’s limb was wrenched from her 
thigh, and Hart and two other children 
were seriously injured. 

Depew was destroyed by a Sounla 
twister that was formed from that 
striking Keywest. It traveled in a 
northeasterly direction and another 
came from the east. The tornado wiped 
out Depew, then pushed nertheast, 
spending its force presumably a few 
miles further on. 


Three Killed by Dakota Tornado.

The David Henderson who killed his 
22-year-old daughter in a Paris‘restau- 
rant Friday night and then committed 
suicide tn the presence of his wife and 
two remaining daughters, was the ex- 

' patriate great-grandson of the original 
David Henderson. 

In the days when the Henderson of 
lottery fame flourished a fortune of 
$4,000,000 was considered wealth to the 
limit of immensity. Possibly half of it 
Was dissipated in unfortunate invest- 
ments. The rest was cannilly invested 
in Jersey real estate and the proceeds 
of that investment enabled the male 
descendants of the founder of the Amer!i- 
can-Henderson line to live lives of idle- 
ness and dissipation, which bred de- 
cadence and, finally, child murder and 
suicide. 

The father of David Henderson, who 
was the chief figure in the Paris trag- 
edy, died at the age of 24, a victim of 
his own excesses. At that period the 
Henderson family was one of the most 
prominent in the State of New Jersey.

The Rev. Mr. Schenk admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter his relations 
with Gertrude Wolff. 

“I refused for a long time to comé to 
America,’’ Mrs. Schenk told the report- 
er, “on account of Gertrude. It was 
my plan to get a divorce in Switzerland 
and after that to settle near this little 
family, the paster, Gertrude and the 
children, and be a mother to them all.” 

Schenk said that Gertrude, woyld have 
gone, even though she had not signed a 
written promise...

But before she left she made angther 
sacrifice, akin to that of the written 
promise to give up her babies.

She 
signed a formal and solemn denial that 
he was the father of her children. 
With this remarkabie evidence of the 
girl’s great affection in his hands, 
Schenk believed that he had‘ a weapon 
with which he could wage war suc- 
cessfully against the truth and save 
himself from the rutin which toppled on 
‘him. As a companion-piece to the girl's 
statement, he 
elaborate, sinuous, tinged with rancor, 
He denied “everything.”’

Madden all but collapsed when the 
verdict was read. Boyle and Pouchot 
were more composed. Madden, when ap- 
proached by reporters as he was leav- 
ing the courtroom, was scarcely able to 
Speak. His lips twitched spasmodically, 
but finally he managed to state that he 
considered the verdict a bad thing for 
unionism. 


An Important Case. 


Reports that alleged attempts to iIn- 
fluence the jury in behalf of the de- 
fendants were rife about the Criminal 
Court Building during the afternoon. 
State’s Attorney "Wayman visited the 
grand jury room and later a large num- 
ber of subpenas were issued. 

The case has been bitterly contest- 
ed, owing to its importance. For years 
there have been rumors of irregulari- 
ties in the calling and settling of strikes 
in Chicago. Last winter the rumors took 
concrete form and the indictment of 
Madden, Pouchot and Boyle followed. 


Conspirsey Charged. 


The men were brought to trial on an 
indictment charging that they conspired 
to extort $1000 and did extort that sum 
from Emil Klicka, through George 8. 
Andres, an agent, in order to settle a 
strike on the plant of the Joseph Klicka 
company. 

It was alleged in the State’s testimony 
that Andres, having received the money 
from Klicka, left it on a desk in Mad- 
den’s private office, Madden ‘being pres- 
ent and choosing this method as a safe- 
guard.

eff the disease—a sort of hyperemie 
of the entire body. 

From this it was argued that artifi- 
clally induced hyperemie, 
tion of blood in an affected part, would 
accomplish the same result that nature 
sought to accomplish by causing fever, 
that is, supply the affected part with 
sufficient nourishment and bleod force 
to overcome the affection. 


Needs to Hold Bloed Long. 

The ordinary circulation of the blood, 
so far as an organ in an abnormal or 
diseased condition is concerned, it was 
argued, is like setting a plate of feod 
before a hungry man and then snatch- 
ing it away before he has had time ‘to 
eat. The part that needed nourishment 
in the battle with disease could not 
hold the blood long enough to get the 
required nourishment from it. 

A girl who was suffering from gan- 
grene of a finger was taken to Dr. Sie- 
bert. He placed her finger in a glass 
case, which was mado into a vacuum, 
also binding the arm above the wrist; 
so as to hold the bioed in the hand. 
The hand “puffed” out in the vacuum, 
permittiug a larger flow of blood, and 
the bandage above the wrist retained 
the blood in the hand. The bandage 
was left on only a few minutes at a 
time, but the hand was kept in the 
vacuum. In time the increased quan- 
tity of blood preducei new tissue and 
the finger healed, though gangrene ac- 
tually had affected the bone. 

In another case gall stones were re- 
moved by applying vacuums to the 
body and binding the body. The gall 
stones finally passed away. 


Cancerous Breast In Removed. 

In anether case a breast affected by 
cancer was remeved entirely, ‘‘slough- 
ing’ off while new, healthy tissue, 
built up by frequent hyperemie, was 
formed behind it. That patient had 
been operated on surgically, but the 
cancer, cured now, had returned. 

Dr. Siebert expects also to use the 
new method in the treatment of tuber- 
culesis, forcing blood into the lungs by 
a system of bandages about the body. 
He believes that the night fevers, which 
are one of the manifestations ef con- 
sumiption, are only nature’s effort to 
conquer the disease by regularly re- 
curring increases of the blood action, 
supplying the diseased tissue with more 
nutrition than it would get from the 
blood normally. 

“In treating disease,” said Dr. Sie- 
bert, “I have begun to use iron, rather 
than sedatives, in fever cases. That is 
a radical departure from the usual 
practice, but I believe the theory is 
correct. Fever is nature’s weapon 
against disease. So is inflammation 
following a lesion.”

As we go west on Lindell you will observe, on 
your right and on your left, the residences of 
the high and mighty of St. Louis. This is the St. 
Louis club on your right, ladies AND gentle- 
men, the most exclusive club now in captivity. 
All hope abandon, ye who enter here, unless ye 
have a membership ticket or happen to be af- 
flicted with Emperor William or other royal per- 
sonages. Rank outsiders who Lave wandered 
unwittingly into this club have been known to 
freeze into pillars of ice.

Steel in the Lime Light. 

Naturally, the view of the matter 
this week converges chiefly on the ac- 
tion of U. S. Steel stock. Not least be- 
cause this stock has appeared to dis- 
regard even the week’s precautions of 
the general speculative market, its ex- 
traordinary rise has fairly monopolized 
discussion. Now ‘Steel common” may 
have possibilities which will make it 
intrinsically worth 75, or 100 or 200. It 
may be that the company’s fiscal policy 
will be revolutionized; its Gary plant 
bonded; the stock reimbursed through 
bookkeeping processes, for the capital 
spent out of earnings on the property, 
and dividends hereafter paid up to the 
hilt of yearly surpluses. 

This is a suggestion which would have 
got a respectful hearing anywhere a 
year or two ago; it has sufficient ele- 
ments of improbability today. 
there was a time when the Steel Corpo- 
ration was financed in very much that 
way, and when even preferred stock 
was being turned into bonds to get it 
out of the way of the common shares. 

But suppose this sort of finance to 
be actually resumed; the intrinsic mer- 
its of the property would not be altered 
except so far as its surplus would be 
eaten up and the interesting question 
would remain “‘‘why are the inside in- 
terests” plunged in so deep a gulf of de- 
spoadency and despair in February, 
only te mount to the upper heaven of 
ecstatic optimism in May. There is 
much that is futile in a discussion of 
the sort, but such discussions are forced 
upon the present market by the move- 
ment of prices during the present week. 
Situations do not change overnight like 
this. As yet, fortunately, the real in- 
vesting public has not abandoned its 
attitude of suspicious scrutiny.

Futures Broad and Erratic at Ter- 
mination of May Deal—Crop- 
Helping Rains Continue. 


The approaching termination of the 
deal in May delivery made of the local 
wheat market an extremely erratic af- 
fair all last week. The crop prospects 
are better now than at any previous 
period of the n and there is ex- 
pected to be aces! new wheat avail- 


able for delivery on July contracts, 
but the immeliate sbortage, which is 
seriously embarrassing those operators 
who have wheat sold, in a large meas- 
ure offset the encouraging conditions in 
the field as a speculative factor. 
Shortage in Actual Wheat. 

Stocks everywhere are very low and 
with very little wheat moving to the 
markets cash wheat is bringing pheno- 
menal premiums. The Iccal market about 
led the country in high prices for the 
vectual grain. The congestion in May 
which became more and more pronounc- 
ed as the last day for delivery became 
nearer, added to the logical strength of 
cash wheat based on the natural law of 
supply and demand. The only moderate 
activity of the mills, many of which 
were holding off in the hope of a break 
from the high levels, and the scanty 
amount offered kept saies in the sam- 
ple market down to a smali volume, but 
the nominal tone was strong and all 
wheat finding its way into the market 
brought fancy prices, the previous high 
record marks neing broken on several 
grades, 

New Records in Cash Market, 

Toward the middle of the week 
No. 2 red broke all records for many 
years by selling at $1.60. There were 
several transactions at this price, and 
late quotations were at this level to 
about a cent lower. No. 3. red 
also established a new record by sell- 
ing at $1.56%. Late m the week this 
gra@e ranged from $1.56 te $1.57. A 
very storng if rather dull tone per- 
vaded the entire Nst, No, 4 red selling 
all the way from §1.06 to $1.40, No. 2

One Reraon Why. 

A glance at the amount of wheat 
stored in the ‘elevators here reveals one 
of the principal factors responsib!e for 
these levels. All told there is only ap- 
proximately 185,000 bushels of wheat in 
the public elevators of St. Louis, of 
which total only about 4000 bushels 
grades as No. 2 red. Hard wheat of the 
No. 2 quality amounts to a littla- over 
70,000 bushels. Of course comparatively 
small stocks are usual practically on 
the eve of a new movement, but a t*are- 
ity of the present proportions is er.cep- 
tional and, coming in conjunction with 
a successfully terminated corner, ex- 
plains one substantial foundation of 
the high prices prevailing for the actual 
wheat. 

Similar Conditions Elsewhere. 

Tnese conditions are not confined to 
the local market, or even to this coun- 
try. Receipts in all positions are ex- 
tremely light and the small stocks 
everywhere continue to rapidly decrease. 
The total reduction in the domestic 
visible the previous week was 1,740,000 
bushels, leaving the amount now tin 
sigh. 22,420,000 bushels. Light supplies 
are general all over the world, the 
last two crops of Europe having been 
below the ordinary, while the present 
one has gotten none too weil a start. 
The world’s available decreased 2,302,- 
000 bushels. While the price of cash 
wheat reached its top mark in the local 
market, premiums at all points were 
very high. The small amount for sale 
seems to strengthen the idea of a real 
immediate shortage, as surely no one 
would hola wheat for higher levels with 
it commanding .such a ready sale at 
the present prices. 

Bencficial Rains Contiave. 

There were further heavy and general 
rains throughout the entire winter 
wheat belt, extending to all paris of 
the Southwest, where they were wel- 
come. The precipitation was almost 
continuous in many sections and there 
is little danger now of this being a 
drouth year. As is usual in a period 
when such strenuous occurrences are 
developing in the future market, there 
were many sensational damage reports 
andi predictions of a short crop, but the 
more rational! idea of a plentiful harvest 
is fast spreading and seems justified by 
the present situation. In the plentiful 
moisture and the alternating seasonably 
warm weather, the plant has been pro- 
vided with ideal climatic conditions.

The 
offsetting aspect of this factor, however, 
was found in the fact that farmers are 
devoting most of their «me to work in 
the fields and are not bothering about 
selling much corn. The movement was 
further interfered with by the rains,’ 
which, while favorable for the plant, 
impedes deliveries and shelling of the 
old stock. Receipts continued very small 
and there were further reductions in 
the already small stocks. The cash sh- 
uation on corn continued strong, there 
being a marked shortage of this grain 
also and the trouble that shorts are 
finding in securing wheat for May de- 
livery added to the strength of the 
cash article. Shipments were of good vol- 
ume and foreign markets rather nar- 
row. The cash demand for corh was 
good, at least it seemed unusually strong 
in view of the very scanty offerings and 
prices in ths sample market were firm 
throughout. Late in the week No. 2 
mixed sold at around T4c. No. 2 yellow 
at from 4c to/ 74%c, and No. 32 
white at 75sec with the No. 3 gradés 
about a cent lower than Ne. 2. Futures 
were nervous and ranged higher in the 
main. July corn closed %c higher for

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CHANGES IN 
TRE 1910 MODELS 
ARE IN BODIES 


Standardization of Parts Is 
General and Prices . May 
Come Down Materially. 


While there has been but one officia) 
announcement to reach 8t. Louis of the 
designs for 1910 cars, that of the Pack- 
ard, it is known that the designs for 
automobiles for the season of 1910 will 
show few mechanical changes of con- 
sequence in the leading makes of cars. 
Improvements will only be those little 
refinements principally intended to em- 


bellish the bodies. The automobile has 
come to a basis where standardization 
has been almost established, and it is 
predicted that this standard will con- 
tinue for years. As models of auto- 
mobiles are more nearly standardized, a 
decrease in their selling price wil] fol- 
lew each succeeding year. This is the 
automobile outlook, according to the 
close observers in the trade. 

Following is the forecast of what the 
automobile trade will show for the sea- 
son of 1910, from the current Horseless 
Age: 

Among large cars, the six-cylinder 
machine will be of increasing import- 
ance, and quite a few companies will 
either make the six-cylinder machine 
exclusively or will devote the greater 
part of their plant to its production. 
These machines will, for the most part, 
show no radical changes from present 
practice. Some few makers of “good 
seliers’” will probably continue’ their 
lines practically without change; but 
the amount of experimental work they 
are doing indicates that they do not 
consider the possibilities of design ex- 
hausted. 

There will, of course, be a few novel- 
ties. One well-known maker is reported 
to have begun the manufacture of a 
differential piston, two-cycle motor, 
while another is known to be making 
extensive experiments with a two-cycle 
motor using fuel injection. 

The two most striking features of the 
year, however, will be the extensive 
entry of the buggy and implement trade 
into the industry and the quanttty pro- 
duction of four-cylinder cars of a sfill 
lower price than those brought out this 
Season. These new machines will range 
in price from $800 to $1000. This must 
not be taken as meaning that cars of 
the present $1200 to $1500 type will sell 
at these lower prices. 

The new machines will, for the most 
part, be smaller, with less powerful 
motors, plain bearing, simplified mech- 
anisms and cheaper finish. Some of 
them may be freaks, many of them will 
no doubt be poor cars to buy, but some 
will be good, serviceable machines and 
exceedingly practical in every way. 
These latter will find a wide market and 
fill a long-felt want. 


THE GARE OF THE CAR. 


Never run with unduly slack chains if 
your car has countershaft brakeg re- 
member that they would be uSeless if a 
chain were to come off. 

Tire casing should be gone over fre- 
guently and bits ef gravel or metal 
picked out. The small cuts left should 
be filled in with strong cement. 

To get rid of an accumulation of oll 
and grease in the undershield open 
the drain cock immediately after a run, 
when the oll is warm. 

It is important to see that all the mov- 
able joints in a brake are really work- 
ing and not rusted fast. This is often 
the cause of an inefficient brake. 

It is a mistake to lubricate magneto 
bearings too frequently. While ball bear- 
ings require little oil, they should not, 
however, be overlooked entirely. 

It is claimed by some that snow is 
worse for driving than mud. Snow is 
worse because there is less for the driv- 
ing wheels to grip and the frent whecls 
stick annoyingly. 

Belts holding the flies rims to the 
driving wheel of chain-driven cars are 
inclined to losen in the spekes, and it is 
well te occasionally tighten the nuts 
which hold them in place. 

Don’t ferget that ignition trouble may 
be present although no actual] misfiring 
takes place. Contacts or plug points 
may be dirty, allowing only a thuy spark 
to Jump across the points. 

The gasoline tank needs the same care, 
or more than the water tank. [It should 
be cleaned if pessible, by allowing some 
of the liquid to run threugh the pipe, 
disconnected from the carburetor. 

Making a hill always on the high 
speed often strains a motor, or requires 
the car to go too fast up grade over 
rough places that could be taken with 
less strain and slewer on the intermedi- 
ate speed. 

If the foot brake shoe tends to rub 
constantly on the brake drum for no 
accountable reason, look carefully to 
see that everything is in alignment and 
that the bracket carrying the brake has 
not moved. 

A handful of flour in cold water in- 
jected into a honeycomb radiator is said 
to be an excellent yet simple temporary 
method of repairing a small leak. The 
radiator should be cold when the flour 
is injected. 

Keep all the connections of the mix-

Favorite Trips of St. Louisans 
Are to New York, New En- 
gland, Louisville and 
Kansas City. 








The touring season has opened and a 
large number of St. Louis automobile 


owners are planning for their summer 
vacations in their cars. A favorite trip 
wlll be from this city to New York 
and New England. Except for a small 
distance in Illinois, it is possible to 
make a trip in perfect comfort and 
easily. It is always possible to reach 
a town of some kind in time for supper 
and any repairs can easily be secured 
as there are garages and repair shops 
in even the smaller towns all along the 
route. 

To avoid the bad stretch in Illinois 
some of the more timid of the owners 
ship their cars to Vandalia, Ill., and 
tour from there. The more venturesome, 
hewever, drive right through and usual- 
ly get through without trouble. 

Another faverite trip is to Chicago, 
which by sharp driving can be made in 
two days, barring accidents. The roads 
are good in dry weather, but almost 
impassable after a rain. 

Still another popular trip is to Kan- 
sas City and to Denver. Some of the 
experienced drivers go by the northern 
route to Hannibal and west from there, 
returning by what is known as_ the 
seuthern route, which enters St. Louis 
via Jefferson City. These roads are 
easily made in dry weather and are 
not impossible in bad weather, as was 
shown by the trip of the Hall brothers 
from Kansas City to St. Louis in a 
Dorris ‘30 in the middle of March. 

An interesting trip is from St. Louis 
to Louisville, Ky., and then over the 
famous turnpikes of Kentucky to Lex- 
ington and on to Cincinmati. The roads 
from St. Louls te Louisville are, how- 
ever, bad, and particularly so shortly 
after a rain. 

The movement started by Col. F. W. 
Buffum of Louisiana, Mo., to secure 
the improvement of the roads leading 
south from his town to St. Louls, if 
carried out will make an ideal tour 
from St. Louis te Louisiana and Han- 
nibal, thence on up inte Iowa and even 
as far as Minneapolis. This trip can 
now be made but improved roads will 
make it ideal, Col. Buffum wants the 
St. Louis Automobile Club te join in 
the movement, and it is probable that 
some assistance will be given.

ment of speed laws. The rules for re- 
placement of parts are strict enough yet 
liberal, but no car will be permitted to 
carry spare parts aleng. 

It is expected that a rousing reception 
will be given to the contestants when 
they reach St. Louts. Plans are already 
under way for such entertainment by 
the Automobile Club of St. Louis, the 
St. Louis Automobile Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ Association, and the Motor 
Accessory Association.

Nearly Half Million People Expect:

CHICAGO, May 29.—It is now certain 


that 32 cars will be entered in the Chi- 
cago Automobile Club’s two road races 


for the Cobe trophy, June 18 and 19. 
The condition of the track along the 
rcute of the Crown Point-Lowell cir- 
cuit is said to be superb. When the 
work is completed the Chicago Club will 
have Spent $30,000 on the track. Grand- 
stand and boxes will seat but 10,000 peo- 
ple, but the full attendance at the great 
carnival of motorists is expected to ex- 
ceed 350,000. This enormous crowd will 
come from Chicago, a distance of 4 
miles. 

This estimate of the expected crowd is 
not extreme when it is remembered that 
60,000 people traveled 1300 miles from 
New York to see the Savannah races 
last fall. Three railroads reach the 
course, the Pennsylvania, the Monon, 
and the Erie. Thousands of Chicago 
enthusiasts will also travel down in 
their automobiles.

A. E. Marling, Delegate to In- 
ternational Convention, 
Talks Politics. 


Alfred E. Marling, vice-chairman of 
the international committee of the 
Railroad Y. M. C. A., and a delegate 
to the conference now being held here, 
probably will be a candidate for the 
office of Mayor of Greater New York 
on the independent ticket which is to 
be nominated this fall by the party in- 
augurated by the Committee of One 
Hundred. 

Mr. Marling calls himself an outside 
member of the RaiJroad Y. M. C. A., 
and is interested only in a broad sense. 

Speaking of the _ political unrest, 
which he believes will result in an up- 
heaval in New York at the next elec- 
tion, Mr. Marling said yesterday to a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch: 


The business interests of New York]° 


are tired of the unbusinessiike way in 
which the public moneys of their city 


are being spent by the.Tammany or-|~ 


ganization. 

“The Tammany crowd is wasteful, 
extravagant, and unbusinesslike. Taxes 
have increased and benefits have de- 
creased. The spoils system is respon- 
sible for it. Men of large interests, 
handling large sums of money for them- 
selves and others in the channels of 
business, regard this as criminal. 

“They cannot see why the business 
of the city should not be administered 
with as much care and ability as if the 
revenues were to be spent for the con- 
duct and betterment of a private cor- 
poration. 

“The independent movement has 
been stirring in the blood of New 
Yorkers for a long time, and it came 
to a focus at a meeting of citizens 
called at Cooper Union May 11, which 
was presided over by Robert:C. Ogden 
of the Wanamaker company of New 
York. 


Suggested Decnesiblies of 109. 
“IT had the honor to suggest that a 


committee of 10 men be appointed by 
the chair to choose a committee of 100 
citizens to organize a campaign that 
would place in power at the next elec- 
tion a body of representative business 
men, not politicians, who would give 
the city a clean administration and val- 
ue received for their money. 

“New York needs more schools, more 
subways, ‘more playgrounds for its chil- 
dren and many other things it cannot 
have because its revenues are wasted. 
The committee of 100 is composed of 
men of every party, religious belief and 
business interest. 

“Such men as Robert W. Deforest, 
one of the executors of the Russel Sage 
estate, and attorney for the Central 
rajlroad of New Jersey; Dr. Moskowitz, 
an ethical Hebrew who is interested 
in the welfare of the poor of the East 
Side Ghretto, Judge Gary, of the Steel 
Trust, who is chairman; M. A. Fitz- 
gerald, a labor leader; William Jay 
Schefflein,- and other men of that 
stamp belong to it. 

“We want big men to govern New 
York, men of some social instincts who 
will humanize the system of govern- 
ment, not make it a cold-bleoded politi- 
cal proposition where it is all for the 
politician and very little for the people.

Bipartisanship Figured in 179- 
Day Assembly With Aston- 
ishing Results. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, May 29.—The 


F'orty-ninth General Assembiy of Illinois 
passed into history late tonight. While 
the formal sine die adjournment will 
not take place until next week, the ses- 
sion is ended so far as practicai results 
reach. Under an opinion rendered two 
years ago by the Attorney-General it 
is necessary for all the bills passed by 
the Assembly to be in the hands of 
the Governor before the final dissolu- 
tion of the body takes place. 

In accordance with this finding, per- 
functory sessions of both branches will 
be held to fulfill censtitutional require- 
ments until the clerks have. completed 
their work. The Lieutenant-Governor 
and Speaker of the House have affixed 
their signatures to the bills passed, and 
the measures have been laid in the 
hands of Gov. Deneen. 


In Session 179 Days. 

Notable history has been made by the 
Legislature in the 179 days sirce it was 
convened, Jan. 6. Bipartisauship has 
figured in the organization and work of 
the body to a degree never before 
dreamed cf. The result is awaited with 
keen interest by members of the two 
principal parties involved in the coali- 
tions and by members of other parties 
and theorists as well. 

Predictions have been numerous in 
the ranks of both Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties that the biparty combina- 
tions could result in nothing but injury 
to both parties concerned. Others are 
equally confident that nefther party will 
be hurt in the slightest by these un- 
precedented legislative antics. 


Only $100,000 for Waterway. 

With authority to spend $20,000,000 in 
the construction of a deep waterway, 
the Legislature has provided for the 
expenditure of only $100,000 for this pur- 
pose. This comparatively. trifling sum 
is to meet the expenses of a commission 
to be named by Gov. Deneen. 

It will investigate the subject and 
confer with the Federal authorities in 
regard to Federal and State co-operation 
in the project. The commission is to 
submit its report by the Ist of next 
January. 

A maximum limit of ten hours a day 
for working women in factories, laun- 
dries and mechanical establishments is 
among the batch of bills that will find 
their way to the Chief Executive's of- 
fice with the stamp of approval of both 
houses.

East St. Louis School Authori- 
| ties Promise to Act Follow- 
ing Complaint. 


12-YEAR-OLD IS POWER 


at Moon Two Hours, Re- 
vived by Hard Work. 


East St. Louis school authorities will 
investigate officially the hypnetism fad 
which schoolgirls have been practicing 
upon each other fer a year, making the 
subjects act “like crazy,”’ as some of 
the parents express it. John E. Miller, 
Superintendent of Schools, told a Post- 
Dispatch reperter last night that he 
would take up the matter with the 
School Board and try to put an end to 
the fascinating practice which resulted 
Friday night in leav'ng one girl gazing 
at the moon for hours after the girl 
who had hypnotized her had tried to 
break the spell. 

“I wil) net say that hypnotism is a 
bad thing in itself,’’ said Supt. Miller. 
“It may be a good thing in the hands 
vf a reputable physiciun, who knows 
how to practice it without injury to the 
subject. But I do not think it is a safe 
thing in the hands of children.” 


Action In Asked by Parents. 
Supt. Miller said many parents living 


near Irving School, among the girl pu- 
pils of which the fad rages, want the 
school] authorities to take action toward 
putting an end to the practice. The 
parents will co-operate with the School 
Board in an effort to break up the prac- 
tice. 
Ora Beeler, only 12 years eld, is ac- 
knowledge to be the chief of the 
schoolgirl hypnotists. She put Theresa 
Fay, 9 years old, under the spell and 
told her: 

“A big bear is after you. Run!” 

Theresa ran. The hypnotizing was 
done in a vacant lot, which is the girls’ 
fuvorite rendezvous. Theresa ran fran- 
tically into the street. Other girls 
chased her three blocks. Ora Beeler 
also ran after the smaller girl, who was 
trying to escape from the big bear. 
She finally caught her subject and re- 
moved the spell. 


Girls Saw Tests in Tent, 
About a year ago a traveling hypno- 


tist named Griffin gave a series of per- 
formances in a tent. Many of the girls 
of the Irving School attended. It was 
all new and fascinating. 

Men and women of the neighborhood 
and some of the, girls were hypnotized 
by Griffin. They were made to dance, 
sing, laugh and make faces, look at 
@ moon that wasn’t there, run from big 
bears and tigers that didn’t exist, and 
recite poems that never were written. 
The girls, from the ages of 9 to 16, 
took great interest in the subject. Ora 
Beeler, who is strong-willed and re- 
markably apt for her 12 years, soon 
began to try to practice hypnotism 
upon girls of less decisive’ character. 
She declared that a schoolmate gave 
her a set of verses which carried the 
power of imposing the mystic spell. Ora 
refuses to name the girl who gave 
these verses, and declines to give up 
the copy of verses or tell her elders 
what is the jargon they convey. 


Ora Beeler Said to Have Talent. 
Parents of many girls in the neighbor- 


hood say Ora Beeler has undoubted tal- 
ent in the mysterious art. Ora says 
all she hag to do is to make a few pass- 
es in front ef her subjéctt’s face and 
slowly recite the magic verse. The sub- 
ject then will do anything she orders, 
she declares, "7 

Ora says nobody can hypnotize her, 
because her will is too strong. Other 
girls have tried it and failed, though 
tuey can place other playmates under 
the influence. They agree with Ora in 
the belief that she is hynnosis-proof. 

Birdie West, who is 16, also boastéd 
that nobody could make her do crazy 
things. Edna Forest, a year younger, 
took the dare. The moon was shining. 
The girls were out in the vacant lot. 
After making passes, Edna said to 
Birdie: “Look at the man in the moon.” 

Birdie looked. She kept on looking, an 
hour, two hours, and then Dr. A. C, 
Housch was called. The girl was taken 


Birdie out of her spell and convince her 
that the man in the moon no longer was 
visible, 


Boys Not Seized by Fad. 
Rast St. Louis schoolboys have not 


been seized by the hypnotic fad. Thev 
prefer to play baseball, “skin the cat’ 


laugh at the girls, but the parents and 
the school authorities no longer laugh. 
They fear the girls have become addict- 
ed to a perilous pastime which may re- 
suit calamitously unless it is checked.

THE RECORD METEOR 


HE most marvelous meteor of which science has record tra 
versed the Southwest on Dec. 2, 1876. It was first seen _ 
what was then theelndian Territory, at about 8 p. m., a grea 

fire-ball rising from near where the moon stood in the kegpew i 
heavens. It increased in brilliancy as it proceeded, until the nig 
Was as bright as day. 0 
Flying apparently at an elevation of sixty to one hundred miles 
above the earth's surface, it passed across Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania into New York State, where it exploded with a 
reverberation like an earthquake and cast its fragments over gre 
square miles of surface. All along the visitor’s path were heard lou 
eye like distant cannonading, or thunder, audible for a radius 
e8. 
Over Central Illinois it was seen to burst into fragments like & 


ing earthwards at an immense speed 
and dragging behind it a long fiery 
cloud. It was so glaring white that 
1 shaded my eye to follow it. 

“Just as it disappeared from my 
view behind the building there was 
such an explosion as if all that part 
of the city were being shot up. Aa 
instant later, what appeared to be a 
hurtling missile from the exploding 
fire-ball struck the electric wires in 
front of the car sheds, near where I 
was. The wires flamed up for several 
yards, as if they had been hit by 
lightning.”

Then it is generally believed that many people would have been 
killed and great destruction of property caused. 

The power which it exhibited driving its burning fragments deep 
into the clay and hurling others for a long distance probably would, 
if the fire-ball had exploded in a crowd of business men, have killed 
many of them. In a crowd at the corner of Broadway and Olive 
street, this missile blowing up would have wrought havoc on all sides. 
Those fragments which escaped the heads of pedestrians would evi- 
dently have smashe! through the windows of down-town skyscrapers, 
if they did not penetrate the walls. The detonation alone, as de- 
scribed by witnesses, might have ‘been sufficient to break all the win- 
dows on the lower floors of the skyscrapers immediately about it. 

A fire-ball of this kind, according to scientists, ‘s just. as likely 
to descend in a crowded street as in a vacant lot.’ No man is safe 
when monsters of this kind are wandering loose in the heavens. The 
size they sometimes attain is shown by the fact that the one brought 
by Peary from the. Arctic weighed over thirty-six tons. This would 
have gone clean through any skyscraper . St. Louis and probably 
killed many people in the building.

EW evidence just discovered,

Thousands 
of letters have been received by the 
officials of Laporte from all parts of 
the United States and even from dis- 
tant lands, offering suggestions and 
giving what they regard as:clues to 
the whereabouts of the woman.

She 
spread the report that Lamphere had 
threatened to burn her house. She 
bought kerosene which she did not 
need. 

All this, it is believed, was part >f 
a plan to kill her children, substi- 
tute the corpse of another woman, fire 
the house and flee. 

While Mrs. Gunness had been so 
artfully setting the stage, she had 
been making preparations behind the 
scenes also. She had, it is now be- 
lieved, lured to the house the woman 
who was to be her ghastly headless 
substitute in -the masquerade of 
death. It would seem so, at least, 
from what Peter Colson says. 

Colson was doing some work fcr 
Pearl Corey, who lives in a preten- 
tious house on the McClung road, a 
quarter of a mile nearer town. It 
was Saturday evening preceding the 
Tuesday morning of the fire. He was 
cutting weeds by the roadside. 


Mrs. Gunness came driving along 
from the direction of Laporte. Seated 
beside her in the buggy was a woman 
of about her size and‘of her general 
appearance. Mrs. Gunness, with the 
bravado which is clearly discernable 
in the letters she is known to have

asked them what the matter was and 
they told her “their ‘mother had 
whipped them for trying to peep into 
the cellar.”

National Bank that Monday afternoon 
and before she went to Minnich’s 
store to buy the kerosene, she met a 
man on Monroe street, just off of 
Main street, near the bank building. 
John Lingard has lived in Laporte a 
long time, but he did not recognize 
the man he saw meet her there. Mrs. 
Gunness was speaking as Lingard 
walked by them. 

“Well, it’s got to be done; it’s got co 
be done tonight,” he heard her say. 

“Well, I'll be damned if I'll do it,” 
he says he heard the man reply. 

When tue ruins cooled the bodies 
of a headless woman and three chil- 
dren were found in the southeast. cor- 
ner of the cellar.

Dr. Walter S. Haines of Chicago 
testified at the trial that the stomachs 
of Helgelein and of the woman and 
children contained arsenic and strych- 
nine in fatal qualities. In other words, 
Mrs. Gunness killed Helgelein with 
arsenic and strychnine. The woman 
whose headless body was found in the 
ruins was killed. with the same 
poison. The children were killed with 
the same poison. 

Of course, Mrs. Gunness might have 
poisoned her children, and she might 
have committed suicide, and Lam- 
phere, under the prompting of coin- 
cident impulse, might have come 
along at just the right time and set 
fire to the house, but it is now re- 
vealed that: 

In the dark hour before the dawn 
of that Tuesday morning, two wom- 
en of Park place saw an automobile 
coming from the direction of the 
Gunness farm. In it were a man and 
a woman.

And between 6 and 7 o'clock that 
morning Nightwatchman Gill at Ho- 
bart, 32 miles from Laporte, on the 
way to Chicago, saw an automobile 
headed toward Chicago, Something 
went wrong with the mechanism 
and the man was tinkering with it 
when Gill drew near.

Section 3, Any person or persons, partnership, firm, association or 
corporation violating any of the provisions of this act shall upon 
conviction @f such violation be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
be punished by a fine of not less than $100 nor more than $200.
